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Shamir in Bonn for talks 
with West German leaders 


BONN. — Foreign Minister Yltshak 
Shamir prayed for the dead yester- 
day in the Dachau death camp near 
Munich and then started talks with 
his German counterpart, Hans- 
Dietrich Genacher, on the first day 
of a two-day visit to Bonn. 

The talks are expected to centre 
on Israel's concern over the Euro- 
pean community's proposal to in- 
clude tbs Palestine Liberation 
Organization in Middle East peace 
talks. 

Genacher Indirectly criticised 
Israel's policy of establishing 
Jewish settlements la Ossa and the 
West Bank, during a dinner here 
yesterday for Shamir. 

Genacher said West Germany 
was a firm friend of Israel, but 
could not accept its “policy of fait 
accompli." 

The German foreign minister 
said that as a reliable friend. West 
Germany could not be coqUy dis- 
tant towards Israel where it dis- 
agreed with government policy. 

Without naming the PLO, 
Genacher said Bonn wanted to con- 


tribute to a global settlement of the 
Arab-Iaraeli conflict through 
negotiations with all parties con- 
cerned. 

During his talks with Genacher 
and Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 
Shamir will push for German sup- 
port tor the Camp David process, 
diplomats said. 

Israel is firmly opposed to the 
European initiative launched at 
Venice this past summer, which It 
sees as recognition of the PLO’s de- 
mand for a Palestinian state. 

Shamir is expected to demand 
that the European state and 
government heads, in their meeting 
at Luxembourg in early December, 
avoid any further move In the direc- 
tion started at Venice. 

While at Dachau, Shamir aaid 
that "thousands of images pass 
before my eyes at this moment, of 
millions of tortured and exter- 
minated. among them my nearest 
and d earest, a whole feneration." 

’The State of Israel Irs symbol 
for the determination that such 
atrocities never occur again," he 
said.

Weizman: If I 
were Hurvitz 
I would quit

The political future of 
Finance Minister Yigael Hur- 
vitz agitated the Likud Knesset 
faction yesterday, when his 
colleague, former defence 
minister JSzer Weizman. called 
cm Hurvitz to emulate his own 
resignation of six months ago, 
and quit. 

Weizman turned to Hurvits 
yesterday in front of a packed 
Likud Knesset faction and said, "If 
2 were in your position, Yigael. I 
would resign on the double." 

In a faction discussion on the 
economic situation, at which Hur- 
vitz drew reproaches from many 
aides. Weizman said to Hurvitz, 
"You are a failure as minister of 
finance. I have no faith In this 
government at all, cm economic 
matters." 

Weizman said that since the 
publication last Friday of the lx per 
cent rise in the cost-of-Uvlng Index, 
and the critical weekend inte r v ie ws 
of Deputy Prime Minister Stmba 
Erlich and others, he was of two 
minds whether to vote against the 
government, when the throe no-con- 
fidence motions came up. 

“I'm inclined to vote against," he 
admitted. 

(The Alignment, the Democratic 
Front for Peace and Eaualltv 
[Communists] and Tehiya have 
tabled no-confidence motions, 
which may be debated this afters 
noon or tomorrow morning, depen- 
ding on the decision of the House 
Committee at this morning's 
meeting.) 

Weizman said one of the reasons 
why he objected to the creation of 
the Israel Defence Fund, initiated 
by Chief of Staff Rafael Efrtan. was 
because it was “a dolly reminder to 
the nation of the economic 
catastrophe." 


"When I resigned, T saved the 

defenee budget." Weizman 
declared. “Had Z remained in of- 
fice, you would have come at me 
again and again, to cut more and 
more. But how much have you ask- 
ed to cut since I quit and somebody 
else (Begin) took over? Just a 
billion lirot here, and a billion there 
— chiekenfeed!" 

He sold the trouble was that the 
government was trying to solve Its 
economic problems on the basis of 
textbook theory. He said that the 
government's economic failure was 
an outcome of the public's lack of 
confidence In the leadership. . 

“You too. Yigael. say you cant 
workdogether with your colleagues. 
But will cooperation improve, after 
the no-canfidenee vote? I doubt it." 
Weizman asserted. 

He sold "I don't generally attend 
faction meetings, as you know, and 
Z can assure you I would be a lot 
happier sitting In my' garden In 
Caesarea, watching the sun set 
over the sea. But up there In 
Caesarea. I'm a resident of Or 
Akiva. In a way (the neighbouring 
development town), and the mayor 
just assured me that 8,000 citizens 
who voted Likud lost time, will not 
do it again. He's too embarrassed to 
leave his house, for fear they’ll 
bombard him with more angry 
reproaches about the government. 
I'd like you to know that. In the fac- 
tion." 

Hurvitz defended himself stub- 
bornly against all comers In the dis- 
cussion. He said, "Without dollars 
we can't live. This year we have a 
budget deficit of 32,800m. on 
civilian expenditure alone. Our fuel 
bill went up 8X,000m. more than we 
anticipated. All our Imports cost us 
20 per cent more because of dollar 
Inflation."

JERUSALEM POST POLL 

Record 50 per cent of voters undecided

TEL AVIV. — Nearly half of the 
electorate Is undecided about what 
party to vote for In the next elec- 
tions. according to the latest 
Jerusalem. Post .poll, taken at the 
end of October by the Modi'ln 
Ezrahi applied research centre 
among a representative selection of 
1.302 voters. 

This largest yet undecided voting 
bloc has been swollen by erstwhile 
National Religious Party voters, 
apparently because of the police 
probe involving Religious Affairs 
Minister Aharon Abuhatzelra. The 
NRP dropped to nine seats in this 
poll, compared with 12 In the 
previous August-September poll. 

The Likud and the Labour Align- 
ment remain more or leas stable at 
22 and 38 Knesset seats respective- 
ly. In the general election in May. 
1977, the Likud returned 40 seats 
and Labour 32. 

It appears that the NRP. losses 
•may' have slightly helped the Likud 
but not, as might have been ex- 
‘ pected, the ultra right-wing Tehiya, 
which has declined from the 
previous poll's projected three 
seats to one in the latest survey. 

The lost 3 per cent in the NRP 
support surfaced in the undecided 


bloc of voters, which rose from the 
last survey's 42.6' per cent of the 
electorate (undecided, 26.3 per 
cent; won’t vote, 9 per cent; won’t 

say. 7.1 per cent) to the current 
record level of floating voters of 
45.4 per cent (undecided, 32.S per 
cent; won't vote, 7.8 per cent; won't 
say. 5.1 per cent). 

According to centre director 
Axniram Yarkonl, only 25.1 per cent 
of those who voted for the Likud in 
1977 would today choose that party. 
Yarkoni noted that only 18.7 per 
cent of ex-Likud voters had switch- 
ed to Labour and 43.1 per cent bad 
slipped into the floating voters bloc. 
He noted a high 73.6 per cent fideli- 
ty among former Labour voters, 
with only 0.4 per cent of. former 
Labourites switching to Likud and 
22.3 per cent of former Labour 
voters undecided. ' 

According to the poll, there Is a 
high level of undecided voters 
among old supporters of the 
Democratic Movement lor Change, 
now amounting to 48.6 per cent, 
with 39.1 of old DMC voters having 
switched to labour and only 3.6 per 
cent going to the Lfkud. ■ 

The older the voter the higher the 
level of indecision, and 4$. 4 per cent 
of the Coating vote belong to the 
lower educational brackets (part 


of the traditional Likud constituen- 
cy), according to the poll. 

Further confirmation of this 
prognosis was the inclination of 
higher status Vbters towards 
Labour, with the residual support of 
the Likud still .apparent towards the 
lower end of the education and In- 
come scale. The Likud also enjoys- 
more backing among the Oriental 
communities (18.3 per cent) than 
among those of Western origin 
(7.9). 

Labour, on the other hand, enjoys 
almost equal support from all the 
communities (27.6 per cent of 
Oriental communities and 34.4 per 
cent of westerners). 

Likud is stronger among those 
defining themselves as traditional 
(17.4 per cent) compared to 8.2 per 
cent among the secular-minded.

The finance minister blamed the 
local authorities for not cutting 
manpower, and he blamed the 
government for avoiding a conflict 
with the Sinai settlers over their 
compensation claims. 

"We have a good wage agree- 
ment and I.hope It will stick. I don't 
want to print money to cover the 
restoration of subsidies, because 
the people have lots of money in 
their pockets, and we don’t know 
what effects that surplus spending 
power will have,” Hurvits said. 

He said he was pondering propos- 
ing a change in the wage 
agreements for next year, but not 
at present, because be wanted to 
avoid causing "shocks.” 

“The state budget is our 
economic plan, so don't say we 
have no plan. I consulted the faction 
an the budget, for hours and hours, 
so don't say nobody consulted you,” 
Hurvitz told Us critics. "At one 
time you wanted to sweep away all 
subsidies. Today you talk of restor- 
ing them,” he cried out. 

Hurvitz warned that the present 
inflation rate was not necessarily 
the last word, because of the heavy 
burden of defence, loan 
repayments, and fuel imports. 

Hurvitz said, "I shall not try and 
persuade anyone to vote for me, or 
to vote for the government on the 
no-confidence motion. But I want 
you to know that so far I have no 
complaints about the Alignment's 
attitude towards me — that Is, until 
today, since its election campaign 
1s getting under way.” 

He continued, “Some. people 
t h i nk all you have to do to be a 
cabinet minister la to wear a nice 
suit, and it looks that way, as far as 
some- ministers are concerned.” 

He went on, "Increasing sub- 
sidies will not help reduce inflation. 
The only thing is to save more, 
spend less and produce.”

Likud must dissociate itself from 
Simha Ehrlich's criticisms of Hur- 
vitz and the Government. 

• mild Seidel (Ahdut): The sub- 
sidy cuts caused the 11 per cent in- 
dex rise. We must restore certain 
subsidies. 

• Yosef Bom (Herut): Academic 
economists and monetary exercises 
won't cure our faulty economic 
structure. 

• Menahem Savidor (Liberals): 
We must ask Hnxvitz to stay — not 
urge trim to resign. Our Liberal 
wing, meeting today, decided un- 
animously to demand a freeze on 
prices of essential commodities and 
services, and a slow-down in toe 
rate of devaluation of the shekel.

there.

Egyptian campus violence

j CAIRO. — Student disturbances 
led authorities . on Sunday to sus- 
pend studies for a week at southern 
Egypt’s University of Asslut, the 
Middle East News Agency 
reported.

* force tii elc. demand for a change of 
university regulations concerning 
living in hostels and clashed with 
some workers employed in con-, 
struction .projects on the campus. 

The statement did not say when 
the riots started or explain why the 
students attacked the workers. One 
theory ls..that the students 
suspected them of being police 
agents. - - 

The suspension of studies is 


meant to enable authorities to “put 
an end to this Irresponsible 
behaviour,” the statement said, 
indicating that leaders of the rioting 
students would be isolated and l 
arrested soon. 

Asslut, a major provincial centre 
in Upper Egypt some 400 
.kilometres south of Cairo, was the 
scene of dashes between students 
and police earlier in the year. On 
: that occasion the students proteste & 
• over the presence of ^ the late Shah of 
' Iran in Egypt and against the peace 
treaty between Egypt and Israel. ' 

There have also been inter- 
sectarian dashes between -Copts, 
aid radical Moslems at the Univer- 
sity where religious groups on both 
sides are particularly strong. 

Assiut is the only major city in 
Egypt where the Copts outnumber 
the Moslems, and tension frequent- 
ly runs high.

Participating in the talks at the 
Mena House Hotel, were U.S. Am- 
bassador James Leonard, Am- 
bassador Ezzat Abdul-Latif for 
Egypt and Israeli Interior ministry 
director-general Haim Kubersky. 

Leonard presented Egypt and 
Israel earlier this month with a 
working paper Incorporating the 
latest ideas of the three parties on a 
plan to establish a self-governing 
authority in the West Bank and the 
Gaza strip. 

The officials said Egypt was,

paper and was not ready to discuss 
it at yesterday’s session.

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Pope meets German Jews, 
urges increased ‘dialogue’ 


MAINZ, West Germany (Reuter). 
— Pope John Paul yesterday called 
for cooperation between Roman 
Catholicism and Judaism and said 

Jews and Roman Catholics could 
work together for peace and 
justice. 

"The strong, brotherly relations 
between Jews and Catholics in Ger- 
many gain a special value against 
the background of persecution and 
attempted extermination of Jews in 
this country," he told a meeting of 
West German Jews on the third day 
of his visit to West Germany. 

"Zt is not only a question of coi> 
recti ng the false religoua attitude 
towards the Jewish people which' 
has helped cause the misunderstan- 
dings and. persecution in the course 
of history. 

"But it also specially requires a 
dialogue between the two religions 
which, together with Islam, gave 
the world the belief in the one, inef- 
fable God," he said. 

“All human beings are equal and 
important before God," he said in 
his remarks in German, condem- 


ning "perverted theories about an 
alleged difference In value of the 
races." . . 

The pope carefully avoided any 
direct reference to Israel, but said 
he hoped that all people would soon 
be reconciled in Jerusalem. 

Last week. Pope John Paul re- 
jected any partial solution for 
peace in the Middle East which did 
not recognize the rights of the 
Palestinians and the religious 
significance of Jerusalem. 

The chairman of the Central 
Council of Jews in Germany, 
Werner Naehmann, told the pope 
that Israel had become a symbol of 
survival for Jews after the 
Holocaust. 

Earlier yesterday, the Pope said 
West German Protestant leaders 
agreed to form a commission to 
study ways of reconciling 
differences between their churches, 
Protestant sources said. 

The Pope earlier told the 
Protestants that the Roman 
Catholic church was not without 
guilt in the division of Christianity 
450 years ago.

Schmidt ready to fill vacuum 
if U.S. troops shifted to Gulf 


WASHINGTON (UPI).— 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt said on 
Sunday that West Germany is 
prepared to take up the slack If 
American troops in Europe are 
moved to the Persian Gulf. . 

In an interview broadcast on 
ABC’s "Issues and Answers" 
programme, Schmidt said the Ger- 
man constitution prohibits sending 
troops outside the NATO area, bid 
Germany Is prepared to replace 
U.S. soldiers In Europe If they are 
moved to the Persian Gulf. 

"I have said, and I'm on public 
record for having said so, that there 
ought to be a division of labour In 
the Western Defence Alliance," 
Schmidt said. 

Schmidt declined to comment 
directly on the U.S. presidential 


election, or to say who he would like 
to see named secretary of state or 
defence. But he said: 

“I am one of those who have ask- 
ed for American leadership in quite 
a few Instances during the last SO 
years. I am looking forward to 
American leadership." 

Schmidt said he was not criticiz- 
ing President Jimmy Carter, but 
commenting on the continued need 
for leadership in light of many 
world crises Including the Iranian 
revolution. Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan and war between Iran 
and Iraq. 

Schmidt said that the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty process 
must continue to prevent a "very 
broad and frustrating and 
dangerous arms race."

Opposition walks out as 
India’s parliament reopens 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Opposi- 
tion members walked out of the In- 
dian parliament when It reopened 
yesterday for what promises to be a 
stormy five-week session. 

The walk-out in the Lok Sabha 
(lower house) followed noisy ex- 
changes over the speaker's refusal 
to allow an immediate debate on 
rising prices. 

In the Rajya Sabha (upper 
house), opposition members 
protested against what they regard 
as a misuse of a national security 
ordinance instituted by Prime 
Minister Indira Ghandl’s govern- 
ment during the three-mouth 
parliamentary recess. 


Gandhi's Congress (I) Party and 
its allies have a comfortable ma- 
jority in both houses. But the op- 
position has served notice that it 
will mount an all-out attack against 


government policies, - beginning 
with a memorandum yesterday to 
President Sanjiva Reddy over what 
they regard as government 
failures. 

They said the memorandum 
referred to a deterioration In law 
and order, rising prices and misuse 
of national security ordinance en- 
forced last September to deal with 
"anti-social and anti-national 
elements." Under the ordinance, 
the government can detain a person 
for up to one year without trial. 

Meanwhile, India's oil state of 
Assam, plagued. by months of agita- 
tion, was brought to a standstill 
yesterday by a general strike 
launched by militants seeking the 
expulsion of Immigrants.

U.S. says West to match 
Soviets’ huge arms buildup 


MADRID. — The U.S. yesterday 
accused the Soviet Union of 
threatening peace by its Invasion of 
Afghanistan and a “massive 
military buildup unparalleled in 
. world history.” 

A blunt U.S. statement at the 
European Security Conference said 
Moscow has directly violated all 
principles of the 1975 Helsinki ac- 
cords. ‘ 

The Soviet Union must know that 
the U.S. and its allies “will hot con- 
cede military superiority," U.S. 
delegation co-chairman Max 
Kampelxnan told file conference in 
a closed session. . 

It was the U.S. hope that the spirit 

of. Helsinki would persuade the 
Soviet Union to join a common ef- 
fort for international stability and 
security, be said. 

'"Regrettably, that has not 
proven to be the case and we are 
reluctantly forced to the conclusion 
that we must once again depend 
upon our military strength to serve 
as the necessary deterrent," 
K&mpelman stated. 

■ He stressed at the same time that 
the U.S. government under 
President-elect Ronald Reagan as 
under President Carter remains 
ready to negotiate balanced arms 
control agreements. 

“The Soviet Union today devotes 
an astonishing 14 to 15 per cent of its 
gross national product to Its 
military machine, while the U.S. 
spends 5 per cent of Its gross 
national product on defence,” 
Kampelman said. 

The American statement during 
the first day of cjosed-door debate 
was by far the toughest of all 
Western speeches and was devoted- 
mainly to the Soviet miUtary 
threat. Kampelman did, however. 


again denounce the Soviets for 
repressing human, rights and 
tightening censorship. 

Earlier, Britain and other 
Western nations warned Moscow 
that East-West relations were 
bound to suffer as long as the Soviet 
army stayed In Afghanistan and if 
human rights were violated. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Leonid Ilyichev challenged the 
Western attempt to make last 
year’s Soviet military intervention 
in Afghanistan a key issued He said 
that discussion on this issue at the 
Madrid meetizft constituted in- 
terference in Afghanistan’s inter- 
nal affairs. 

Ilyichev told the meeting that 
Afgh anistan “has nothing to do with 
this conference" and that it was a 
matter solely between the Soviet 
Union and Afghanistan to settle.. 

At a press conference yesterday 
in Madrid, three Jewish women 
who left their ’ husbands behind 
when -they moved from the Soviet 
Union to Israel said that a loud 
public outcry — not just quiet 
diplomacy — will force Rusda to 
loosen its grip on thousands of Jews 
who want to emigrate. 

Fina Zukerman, 24, who left the 
Soviet Union in 1978 with her three- 
year-old son. said, her husband was 
denied an exit visa because he had 
not yet completed military service. 

William Korey, a representative 
of B’nai B’rith, asserted that Soviet 
willingness to allow Jewish emigra- 
tion waa directly related to 
pressure from the Wert' against 
Soviet repression of rights.

3 blacks killed by Zimbabwe guerrillas 


SALISBURY (AP). — Three black 
civilians were killed and 19 Injured 
when unidentified gunmen tossed a 
grenade Into a fish and chips shop 
at a black township here on Sunday, 
police reported yesterday. 

It waa the first serious violence 
since rival guerrillas and militant 
party supporters clashed in Entum- 
bane black township in Bulawayo 
the previous Sunday and Monday, 
leaving 56 people dead and at least 
600 wounded, the sources said. 

The motive for the grenade at- 


tack was not immediately known. 

Sources could not Identity any of 
the victims. But they said. the owner 
of the ashop was a supporter of 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe’s 
ruling party, the Zimbabwe African 
National Union (Patriotic Front). 

Political violence has claimed at 
least 280 lives, mainly black 
civilians, since guerrillas loyal to 
Mugabe or Home Affairs Minister 
Joshua Nkomo accepted a 
December 29 cease-fire In seven 
years of war against white rule.

NUORO, Sardinia (UPI), — 
Swedish businessman Fritz Aberg, 
freed on Sunday by Ms Sardinian 
kidnappers, said yesterday he In- 
tended to keep his promise to pay

To take only one example of toe 
abruptness of this change of policy: 
overnight. 22 contracts signed with 
Japanese firms, totalling ga.5b. of 
business, were "suspended” in- 
definitely. 

ONE OBVIOUS explanation was 
soon seen to be wide of the mark. 
Whatever the political Infighting 
behind the scenes, this drama tic 
alteration in the New Course was 
not the result of any weakening in 
the position of Deng Xiaoping and 
his allies. On the contrary, 1979 was 
Deng's year, the year In which he 
sealed the reconciliation with the 
Wfcat^y vtritingth* US: and later - 
Europe. * r " * 

His message to his hosts was' 
blunt: war with the Soviet Union 
was Inevitable and could only be 
postponed If toe Western powers, 
particularly the UJ,, gave up any 
Idea of detente and restored the 
strategic balance, which had tilted 
against them, by re-arming. 

Not surprisingly it wsa Chinese 
views on foreign rather than 
domestic affairs that caught the 
world's attention. There is certain- 
ly no doubt about the fierce hostility 
with which the Chinese regard the 
Russians. 

But X believe that what colours 
toe Chinese view of the world Is 
their domestic situation and their 
anxiety to secure Western protec- 
tion during the new "Long March of 


Modernization," when they will be 
at their most vulnerable and wish to 
divert the least resources to 
building up their own defences 
(they have In fact cut their defence 
budget by a quarter thl* year). 

For the Interposition of a period 
of readjustment did not mean the 
abandonment of modernization. 
What took place dumlng 1978 was 
that China's leaders gave recogni- 
tion to the country's economic 
weaknesses, for example In 
transport and energy: to the Im- 
possibility of carrying out so gran- 
diose a plan in so short a time: and 
to the dangers of plunging too 
rapidly ahead with a programme 
neither understood nor accepted by 
A'great fcgfct'tf the Chinese' people; 
including large section* of the party. 

The readjustment programme, 
introduced at the end of 1978. was 
deatgned to give more time to 
mobilize support for the policy of 
modernization. 

THIS MEANT two things. In addi- 
tion to scaling down and extending 
the time limits of the original 
programme. First, an immense ef- 
fort at explaining what the policy 
meant to a population that numbers 
not far short of a quarter of the 
human race, in a country the size of 
the U.S. but with nothing ap- 
proaching an industrialized coun- 
try’s means of communication. 

The leaders went out to talk to the 
people and great numbers of 
deputations made their way up to 
the capital to hear the sort of 
speech which Deng Xiaoping 
delivered to a cadre conference of 
20,000 in the Great Hall of the Peo- 
ple in Peking on January 16, 1980. 

Among toe material I read to 
prepare myself for my visit to 
China, this stands out both for its 
frankness and for the flexibility of 
mind Deng showed for a veteran 
revolutionary In his 70to year who 
had spent 50 years of his life In the 
Communist movement. 

The second line which the 
leadership followed to mobilize the 
Chinese people was to make an un- 
precedented appeal to their self- 
interest, Increasing the material In- 
centives for production and hence 
the disposable Income of workers 
and peasants; setting up new 
systems of rewards and penalties 
for managers and enterprises: and 


decentralizing as much decision- 
making as possible. 

In this way. they hoped to realize 
the Initiative, enthusiasm and abili- 
ty which must be there to be tapped 
in a population of close on a thou- 
sand nuUlon people (as they have 
been in the Chinese overseas), but 
which have been frustrated or 
withheld during the upheavals of 
the 1960s and the 1970s. 

THE RISKS of such a pohey are ob- 
vious. On the one hand, under- 
mining the achieve meat of the 
Chinese Communists in coming 
closer .to creating an egalitarian 
society than any other revolution in 
modern times; on the other, 
creating consumer expectations on 
a scale which the economy cannot 
satisfy, and thereby opening the 
way to renewed political instability. 

No one can know yet whether the 
contradictions can be mastered and 
a balance achieved between retain- 
ing a socialized economy, with 
higher levels of productivity and 
participation, and stimulating con- 
sumer demand without being swept 
away by it in the biggest un- 
developed market in the world. 

Bat X came away with two clear 
Impressions from our talks with a 
variety of people in the centre or on 
the periphery of government, from 
Vice Premier Yao YUHn, the head 
of the state Financial and 
Economic Commission, to the 
young lecturers, and researchers at 
Fud&n University In Shanghai. 

The first was the extent to which 
the Chinese Government haa now 
.committed Itself to the pohey of 
modernization. This was 
demonstrated by the 1980 People's 
Congress, which had met just 
before we reached Peking, and at 
which Deng Xiaoping had felt confi- 
dent enough to resign Ms office as 
vice-premier. 

Hub Guofeng also resigned as 
prime minister with him, and Deng 
secured the appointment as head of 
government of toe 81-year -old Zhao 
Ziy&ng, closely Identified wftb 
Dengs views on policy but 15 years 
younger, a first step towards the 
transfer of power from one genera- 
tion to the next, which haa proved 
so much more difficult for 
revolutionary than for democratic 
regimes. 

Deng retained his position aa 


vice-chairman of the party’s Cen- 
tral Committee and the long- 
awaited trial of the Gang of Four 
was announced Immediately 
afterwards. 

The second Impression Is the 
open-mindedness with which the 
policy Is being pursued. There are 
elements of caution In It. for exam- 
ple the refusal to make use of 
anything like the full amount of 
foreign credits now available In 
China, the government insisting 
that It must first be sure that It can 
repay whatever it borrows. 

But when it cornea to Ideas aad 
experience, the Chinese are in the 
mood to learn from anyone, without 
ideological inhibitions. Attempts on 
rny part to inquire how such an at- 
titude was compatible with 
Marxism-Leninism were brushed 
aside, not a* embarrassing but 
irrelevant.

At a meeting with the Academy of 
Social Scientists, which acts as the 
think-tank for the policy of moder- 
nization, we were told that they are 
drawing on West German as well aa 
American expertise in industrial 
management; on Yugoslav ex- 
perience in decentralizing 
economic decisions and accoun- 
tability to the level of the enter- 
prise; on Hungarian in combining a 
free market with a socialist 
economy; on British and American 
in constructing a system of com- 
mercial law, and on Canadian in 
drawing up agricultural legislation. 

Their object Is not to copy anyone 
but to put together from the wfdeat 
possible range of sources a way of 
modernization jnjlfcad ifonChlneae 
conditions . and traditions. , ... „ 

Milton Friedman, we learped, 
had been invited to lecture on 
market forces, and toe academy 


had initiated a public debate in the 
press on the practical differences 
between capitalism and socialism. 

MY OWN visit to China was a 
further illustration of the Chinese 
interest la reaching out to the rest 
of the world from which they feel 
they have been cut off for many 
yeans. I went as a member of a 
group Invited by the government 
from the Aspen Institute, an in- 
dependent American-based body 
which organizes seminars, bringing 
together political And business 
leaders from a variety of countries 
with academics, government of- 
ficials. economists, Judges. 

The government, we were told by 
the Vtce-Prtmler. had taken a deri- 
sion in favour of Chinese participa- 
tion in the Aspen programme. We 
were Invited to work out details 
with the Institute of Foreign Affairs 
and the Academy. 

I came away from these talks 
astonished and excited at the 
boldness of the undertaking in 
which the people we met were 
engaged. China to a phenomenon so 
far out of our ordinary experience 
that It Is hard to grasp even In out- 
line- 

A nation of one thousand million 
people, four-fifths of them peasants 
living In one million villages, so 
poor aa to lack all but the simplest 
possessions, yet at the same time 
conscious of an historical identity 
and continuous traditions (for ex- 
ample. their unique language) 
reaching back unbroken further 
than any ether human society. 

Their rightful place, they feel, is 
among the leading nations of 
mankind, and In face of their im- 
mense problems and against all the 
odds they have the confidence to 
believe that they can reclaim this in 
the next century. 

THE WAY their present leaden 
have chosen is one which. If it 
succeeds, could provide an answer 
to the question with which I began: 
how does a revolutionary regime 
make the transition from a state of 
emergency to one of normality 
without abandoning too many of the 
revolution's gains? 

A policy of modernization with 
the object of catching up with the 
living standards of the In- 
dustrialized world has this advan- 
tage. that It makes the legitimacy 
of the regime depend not upon its 
conformity to ‘Ideological- 
preconceptions but on the 
pragmatic test of whether It can 
deliver. 

The chances of Its succeedingsuf- 
ficiently to count can hardly be 
better than even, but the difference 
It would make If It did Is in- 
calculable. And even without know- 
ing the answer .for a nation equal to 
nearly one quarter of the human 
.race to be launched upon such an 
enterprise la sufficiently important 
In Itself for the rest of the world to 
catch its breath and watch.

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"A PtPE is not a machine for smoking tobac- 
co. It's a fashion item. Furthermore, a pipe 
is part of a man’s face. People remember a 
man's briar much the same way as they 
recall his eyes, hia heard, or his nose. If a 
man were about to buy a new nose, he 
wouldn’t select something cheap or unattrac- 
tive." 

• This in a pipebowl Is the philosophy ox 
Shalom Pipes, and apparently it’s not just 
hot air. In the 15 years since it was founded, 
Israel's only pipe manufacturer has become 
one of the largest in the world, with only five 
others (two in Brltian, and one each in the 
U.S.. Italy and France) of comparable out- 
put. Shalom is the youngest entrant in the In- 
dustry, and maintains that it is the only ..one 
which Is growing. 

"Our first seven or eight years were a 
period of quiet development,” says one com- 
pany official. “Our last seven or eight years 
have-seen truly dynamic growth.” 

Aside from Israel's success In irrigation 
equipment, pipe-making traditionally has 
never been a Jewish enterprise. But one 
publicity -shy Jewish family has made smok- 
ing pipes for three generations in Holland 
and in the U.S., and in 1965 they established 
Shalom Pipes at the Tad Senyamln regional 
centre, mid-way between Latrun and 
Rehovot. 

Today Shalom Pipes turns out about 300,- 
000 units a year. All but 5 per cent are 
produced for export to North America and 
the Common Market countries, in around 80 
models and under a variety of brand names. 
A few years back the company cracked the- 
$lzn. per year mark in sales, and has not 
looked back since. 

Looking forward is a cardinal principle of 
the Shalom sales philosophy. The firm ex- 
plains its success by pointing to production of 
quality smoking Instruments in a good price 
range (512.50 to $100), and a canny sense of 
market trends. 

"Years ago,” says a Shalom manager, 
"we accurately foresaw a number of impor- 
tant developments. Among them was the 
decline of the traditional corner tobacco shop 
and its replacement by the sophisticated 
‘smoker's boutique' in the suburban shop- 
ping mall. This signalled to tis that the pipe 
should indeed be considered a fashion 
accessory.” 

Significantly, fully 50 per cent of such 
pipes (we’re not talking about the 
workingman's $2 weed-cooker sold on 
drugstore racks) are in fact purchased by 
women; not for themselves, of course, 
although Shalom does turn out a small 
number of pipes for the ladles, but as gifts 
for their menfolk. 

This is one reason why Shalom stresses the 
appearance of its product. Shalom maintain^ 
that since it uses only top-quality materials, 
every Shalom pipe will smoke well. The eye 
appeal, they say, is what makes for initial 
and repeat sales. 

Pipe manufacturers, they point out, devote 
more attention to the beauty of wood than 
any other industry which works with the 
material. - Each pipe undergoes dozens of 
operations to bring out the warm colour, live- 
ly grain and satiny feel unique to briar root. 
In addition, Shalom's management — in con- ' 
sultation with its employees — constantly 
pursues new eyecatching models, producing 
an average of 50 new experimental designs 
each year. 

Similar attention is given to packaging. 
Shalom's main Alpha export line of 
"designer pipes,” for example, has just 
received a new lide-open carton with a red- 
and-white logo <j£i a black matt background! 
The concept can&e from Arye Solomon, one 
of Israel’s top graphic artists, and the 
package is strongly reminiscent -of a Cardin 
or Lanvin cologne package. 

Women who decide they’re going to wean 
their husbands or boyfriends away from 
cigarettes are confronted with a dazzling 
variety of pipes to choose from. Shalom 
suggests that a pipe first must suit the shape 
of the smoker's face: you don't want a thick 
stubby pipe for a long thin punim, for exam- 
ple, and a slender, delicate, tiny-bowled af- 
fair wouldn't do for a Franz-Josef Strauss. 

Equally important, the style of the pipe 
should suit the style of the man. Some pipes 
are sporty, others are business-like, others 
outspoken and bizarre (does your man 
-favour wild shirts?) Still others are con-, 
templative and conservative. Dunhill pipes, 
for example, are very British (fine pipes. 


Kits for kids 

Sophisticated technology in kit-form is being 
made and marketed here, and abroad by the Tree 
of Knowledge company, writes Mary Hirschfeld. 
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Pipe dream 

Fashion conscious men are turning to designer pipes for their 
smoking choice. S.T. Meravi visits the Shalom enterprise, 
foremost in the pipe-making field. Pictures by Richard Nowitz.

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HOW MANY times have you 
thought of building a radio set all by 
yourself? or a burglar alarm? a 
solar cigarette lighter? or making 
your own, home-made soap? 

It all sounds terribly com- 
plicated, especially If (like me) you 
are afraid of mlsconnecting connec- 
tors and electrocuting yourself, or 
of cutting your fingers on one of 
those tricky electric wires, or of 
spilling some chemical preparation 
on your clothes. 

There Is an easier way,' though, 
as a *few enterprising members of 
Kibbutz Tas'ur In the Lower 
Galilee have been proving for 
almost 10 years. Their "Tree of 
Knowledge (1979)*’ company 
manufactures Science Experiment 


rats which are exported to seven 
countries abroad, and have earned 
Israel many hundred thousands of 
much needed dollars. The Tree of 
Knowledge won't make as electri- 
cian out of you If you don't already 
have the "knack” — but If you do, It 
can help you get a variety of sur- 
prising and useful results. 

The story started with Yas'ur 
Electronics,' a company kibbutz 
members founded In the early 1970s 
to make electronic kits. “We had 
two very simple models: a basic 
electronic set for 8-10 year old 
children and a junior electronic set 
for older ones,” production 
manager Ya'akov Gllboa explain- 
ed. "The Idea was to provide them 
with the basics, so that they could 
learn and play at the sairie time, do 


things and generally feel comfor- 
table with the equipment.” 

The sets included battery connec- 
ters, coils, wires, an integrated cir- 
cuit, capacitors, a transistor with 
an earphone, ah Iron core and 
detailed Instruction hooks. All were 
neatly packed In strong cardboard 
or wooden boxes. 

When the time came to expand 
business, they had their attention 
drawn to the Tree of Knowledge, 
then a small company with an of- 
fice In Ramat Gan, and a workshop 
in Haifa, In the Druse village of 
Osfyla. “We thought the kits would 
stdt our pro d uction line: they were 
like a natural development.” So the 
Tree was “replanted” many 
kilometres away, In Yas'ur and has' 
not stopped bearing fruit since. 

"It all happened less than a year 
ago,” Gllboa explained. “It's too 
soon even to evaluate the future 
possibilities of the business. But we 
think we all made a very good 
deal.” Today the company occupies 
two old houses in the kibbutz but a 
new, larger and modern plant Is un- 
der construction which should be 
finished within six to eight months. 

The Tree at Knowledge manufac- 
tures seven Science. Experiment 


mts, and sells them very cheaply, 
considering their versatility. Three 
of them are electronic Mts: for 60, 
120 or 200 experiments. They In- 
clude transistors, light emitting 
diodes, potentiometrea and scores 
of precision components. If with the 
smaller kit you can make things 
like a burglar alarm or a light 
dimmer, with the larger kit you can 
get a lie detector, an eight-key 
organ, a citizen band radio or a 
metal detector. No soldering In- 
volved: all parts snap fit 

Then there's the “Solar Energy 
Lab,” a kit that according to the 
manufacturer, Can be used for up to 
120 different experiments such as a 
solar powered radio, a sun ac- 
tivated clock or a solar oven. - 

Two kits deal with physics and 
chemistry: “Super Science,” has 
scores of precision engineered com- 
ponents for up to 280 experiments; 
and the "Chemistry.” for up to 600. 
A reversible electric motor, pumps, 
crystal growing, soap and candy 
making are some of the "wonders” 
you can do with them. 

How does a veteran and bucolic 
kibbutz get to manufacture 
sophisticated pieces of technology? 
"We buy the know-how,” Ya'akov 


says Shalom, but Dunhill has an innovation, 
about once every 20 years). - t 

If a woman buys a pipe for, a man which, he 
would never have selected .for -himself, 
Shalom says, it’s a sign that her image of 
him differs greatly from Ms self-image. Still, 
they point out, a man has numerous sides to 
his personality, and may favour a certain 
type of pipe at the office, another when he 
goes out for the evening, another for a skiing 
trip, and so on. Each pipe smoker needs a 
minimum of two pipes, if only for changing 
and allowing the hyiar to rest. Serious 
puffers may have pipes by the dozens, and 
collectors accumulate hundreds or even 
thousands without duplication. 

Pipes convey certain Ideas about 
character and connoisseurship which .are not 
found in any other form of smoking. 
Cigarettes, we know, are a legalized form of 
suicide for the agitated. Cigars, are often 
associated with gangsters, fight-promoters 
and dubious politicians; cigars are the .only 
part of the tobacco, industry which are in 
decline. , People are offended by cigars, 
Shalom maintains, while they like to be 
around pipe-smokers. 

In addition, the pipe-smoker Is. a breed 
apart. He's and deliberate. He has the 
perseverance to break in a pipe and to put up 
with all the paraphernalia (tampers, 

' scrapers, cleaners, pouches, hu m idifiers, 
etc.) that go along with pipe smoking. He’s 
Yigael Yadfn, the painstaking preserver of 
archeological finds and coalitions. He’s Abba 
Eban, the mellifiuously unhurried diplomat. 
He’s Einstein solving the riddles of the un- 
iverse And Sherlock Holmes using his 
: calabash as an aid to deduction. 

This boon to brain balm to spirit .was 

Introduced to Europe by explorers returning 
from the Americas in the early 16th century. 
.American Indians had been smoking pipes 
made of- stone or marble for 1,000 years 
before Columbus. Europeans readily took to 
the practice, making pipes from clay, metal, 
wood, pottery, glass, ivory, meerschaum (a 
magnesia-silica mineral), gourd, a n i m al 
horn — 'in fact anything that would hold a 
pinch of tobacco. 

But, like Edison in pursuit of the right fila- 
ment for the light bulb, men continued to 
search for the ideal pipe material which was 
at once aesthetically pleasing, durable, 
lightweight, and capable of containing the 
heat inside the bowl. 

A Corsican peasant Is credited with dis- 
covering the answer in the mld-lSth century 
— the dense, tough root of the briar bush. 
This curious plant, which resembles a 
miniature tree and which farmers generally 
view as a nuisance, grows all around the 
Mediterranean basin, except for Egypt; 
Israel, Lebanon and Syria. Feasants harvest 
the huge bulbous root of the briar, called the 
burl, from seaside cliffs and hills, and con- 
vey it by donkey to village sawmills.- The 
wood is cut into rough L- shaped chunks, the 
first suggestion of the end product. The briar 
is also usually boiled in oil for 24 hours and ■ 
placed underground for a month for ad- 
ditional seasoning. 

Then the pipe manufacturers appear at the 
^ sawmill villages And pT^hase the .bri^U-jby i 
' the sajdk. Each Country produces four of fiv£ ’ 
qualities of briar. Shalom says it buys only 
the best. Since 70 per cent of the cost of a pipe 
is in the finishing 1 , they say, there is no point 
in scrimping on the original raw material. 

Shalom’s production manager Yitzhak 
Hackel — who appropriately came to 
designer pipes from the U.S. fashion in- 
dustry — says that turning a chunk of briar 
into a pipe requires anywhere from 50 to 150 
separate operations, depending on the pipe’s 
Individual style and shape. 

First the chunks of raw briar are sorted by 
size and shape. Each receives on its face a 
rough sketch indicating the kind- of pipe it Is 
destined to become — squarish, stubby, angl- 
ed and so on. These are then stored in coded 
bins — and there appeared to be hundreds . 
of such bins at the firm — to be used accor- 
ding to orders from abroad, as Shalom 
produces solely according to orders based on 
the samples it circulates. 

Some 80 employees, ranging from stan- 
dard lathe operators to highly skilled 
carvers and polishers, are then set loose on 
the briar. One worker cuts the rough shapes, 
another operates a machine that cuts off the 
excess "wings” of wood. Another drills out 
the stem so the pipe will draw, and yet 
another .rounds out the inner bowl. 


GUboa answered. "In fact we don’t 
need an Ft A D department: we 
know whom to turn to for 
everything we need." The manual 
and less specialized work is done by 
kibbutz members, mostly pen- 
sioners. 

“The company now produces per 
order, not to build stock. Thus we 
need only a small' regular- stall 
When larger orders arrive, we 
simply "draft" more Ubbutznlka 
and they have always been glad to 
"help.” Thirty workers can make 
scores of klta In & month and in .time 
of need, they work overtime and on 
holidays to meet the deadline. 

The Tree of Knowledge produces 
mostly for export, "about 90 per 
cent. There's not much of a market 
in Israel for games and Mts — I 
believe it's another effect of the 
recession.” GUboa noted. 

Still, if you feel your house could

FOR YEARS, Betty Zwslg from 
Cleveland, Ohio, came to Israel u • 
tourist, and, like so men; other 
tourists, found that her limited 
shopping time left her unable to buy 
the type of souvenirs In which shs 
wis re ally Interested. 

During the p««t three years, she 
has been spending several con- 
secutive months In Israel, during 
which Ume she has been doing 
more walking than riding around In 
taxis. On foot, she has discovered 
the arts and crafts of Jerusalem 
which are sot on the regular tourist 
track, and she has become con- 
vlnced that not enough la being 
done to promote Israel’s creative 
Image abroad. 

“There are so many good things 
here which the average tourist 
never sees." Betty said. Her own 
early encounters with Israel's 
quality craftsmanship came about 
through Invitations Into good Israeli 
homes where she saw "some really 
good collections" which Inspired 
her to visit the studios of artists and 
artisans. "I've seen a different side 
of Zhrael," she enthused- 
She thus made s lot of contacts 
with creative people, whom she 
now wants to introduce to tourists. 
Towards this aim, she has started a 
voluntary service "Come Buy With 
Me" which she describes os "a 
specialized shopping service with 
personal accompaniment." 

She doesn't charge for her time 
"because I don't want any prospec- 
tive buyer to feel obligated.” 


“One sees things in a different 
perspective," she explained. "I can 
look at nature in-depth and 
transpose abstract impressions into 
trees and birds and mountains." 
Her use of colour is dramatic. In 
most of her major wall-hangings, 
which measure one metre twenty

ABBA RICH MAN develops Ms 
photographs at night. This is partly 
because it Is eazler to shut out 
mwn'-ight than sunlight, but mostly 
because blacking out his darkroom 
effectively blacks out his living 
room 

Abba's darkroom is on the living 
room balcony of his 24 -room 
Jerusalem apartment- A high shelf 
keeps developing solutions out of 
the reach of Ms three young 
daughters, and his enlarger, 
developing tank and trays are piled 
or. the balcony worktable and strict- 
ly forbidden the children. 

Abba set up bis darkroom six 
years ago when he was a student at 
Resold College His major waa In 
graphics — but bis passion Is 
photography, photographs of his 
family and af Jerusalem cover the 
walls of hit apartment. 

**I had access to Befeaters 
darkroom when I was studying 
there," he told me, "but developing 
is a long process and l wanted to 
work at home and spend more time 
with the family." 

Abba's wife, Uric, has no objec- 
tion to the balcony being turned Into 
a darkroom — "It's Abba's 
workroom, anyway" — or to 
photographs drying over the bath, 
but she Is less enthusiastic about 
the brown stain* left In the 
bathroum sink by. the developing 
and Axing solutions. “Unless you 
rinse the sink Immediately, It stains 
badly," she said. 

The developing of the film Itself 
can be. and Is. done anywhere to the 
apartment, but os running water Is 
needed, Abba most often uses the 
kitchen or bathroom. A developing 
Unk and developer and fixer ore 
fairly Inexpensive. The room must 
be tn darkness while the film Is 
threaded into the tank and the tim- 
ing must be exact, but film develop- 
ing It the easy port. “If you follow 
the directions on the packet, you 
can’t go wrong." said Abba. 

Enlarging the tiny negatives colls 
for more skill and experience, with 
the enlarger itself an expensive 
item. “I only enlarge when the 
children are In bed. The three 
developing trays — with developer, 
water and fixer — must He aide by 
aide, and the only place on the 
balcony where there's room for that 
la on the floor. So Z need to be sure 
that the children won't suddenly 
appear," Abba continued. 

With the three ridged plastic 
developing trays and is x 24-cms 
printing paper, the costs ore begin- 
ning to mount up, “although once 
you’ve made the Initial outlay, 
there’s still no comparison between

what you'd pay someone else to 
develop your film and what it coats 
you yourself." Enlarging ia the 
only port of the process to which 
Abba’s apartment does not adapt 
Itself easily. The enlarger is a 
heavy piece of equipment, about 70 
ems high and 10 wide, and thus not 
mobile. As he needs running water 
for mixing solutions and rinsing, he 
finds himself commuting between 
the bathroom or kitchen and the 
balcony — and the solution stains

State Comptroller scores gov’t on its oil exploration effort 


Too little money, poor planning 


Latin Americans wa

Committees of geologists have 
frequently assured us that sizeable 
oil deposits, albeit not of Saudi 
dimensions, must be bidden 
somewhere In the massive layer of 
marine sedimentary rock on which 
Israel is perched. Yet only two 
drillings over the last five years 
near Ashdod have produced small 
quantities of oil, supplying less than 
two per cent of the country's annual 
consumption. A rather larger 
amount of, gas has emerged from 
drillings in Northern Sinai. 

A report Jay the State Comptroller 
on the activities of the oil explora- 
tion Investment company, Han ah, 
published today, suggests some 
reasons why the search has not 
been more successful. 

The main criticism running 
through the report is lack of plan- 
ning and shortage of Investment 
funds. When the oil exploration 
branch was re-organized In 1975, 
the government promised It a total 
of ISlOOm. (in 1975 prices) for 
future explorations, but this sum 
was never paid In full. Even when 
funds were made available, 
however, the company failed to do 
the required research and 
preparations of the Infrastructure. 

After using the results of seismic 
surveys, a plan was drawn up In 
1977 for more than 100 drillings In 
eight areas of the country. By 
March 1980, only 17 of these 
drillings had actually taken place, 
15 in the search for gas and 83 In 
search for oil. The main reason for 
the slow execution of the 
programme was the lack of funds. 

In 1978 and 1979 Investments com- 


ing from the state budget and from 

the government-owned national oil 
company fell 25 per cent short of the 
planned total. The shortfall In 
private Investment was even more 
serious. In 1977 private Investments 
reached only one quarter of the ex- 
pected total, while over the next 
two years they averaged about hall. 


For this shortfall the State Comp- 
troller blames the uncertain 
prospects and the end of oil 
drillings in 1978 In Northern Sinai. 
Throughout the period, private in- 
vestments fluctuated between 8 and 
45 per cent of the total public Invest- 
ment. 

The joint ventures with private 
Investors in Northern Sinai -and the 
southern coastal plain were marred 
by a gas explosion in Sdot, which . 
damaged the drilling tower. There 
were also long delays before the 
Energy Ministry approved the ex- 
ploitation of gas reserves, a legal 
action for $50,000 brought by & 
foreign investor against Han a h , • 
and the participation of Hanah in a 
tax avoidance scheme, which, the 
report considers, la Improper for a 
government company. 


slowly because of technical 
problems and finally ground to a 
halt when the budget was ex- 
hausted. 

The plan' had been .to complete 
four sea drillings In a year at a cost 
of $18. 3m., but only three were un- 
dertaken, two of them Improperly, 
over a period of one and a quarter 
years and at a coat of $24.7m. 
Hanah subsequently sued the 
owners of the drilling ship, claim- 
ing that their equipment bad not 
been In good repair. In the end, the 
company was forced to settle for 
compensation of 9535,000, half the 
original amount claimed. 
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The un happiest episode In the for- 
tunes of the company were the 
drillings at sea, which' began at the 
end of 1975 when the weather at sea 
was least suitable. After seismic 
and geological surveys had been 
completed, a ship was leased at a 
cost of $22,000 a day. The first and 
deepest drilling had to 1m aban- 
doned after serious technical dif- 
ficulties were encountered at a 
depth of 4,800 metres. A second 
drilling, planned to reach a depth of 
only 8,400 metres, proceeded very 


This was not the only case in 
which Hanah failed to use its scarce 
resources efficiently. It had a con- 
tract with a private company, 
Lapldot. to supply it. with drilling 
equipment and auxiliary services. 
Hanah was granted a fixed quota of 
days. But defective planning meant 
that the equipment was not proper- 
ly exploited at a cost of IL82m. In

INFLATION has made people in this country, including cabinet 
ministers, lose ail sense of the value of money. 

Surely there is no other simple way to account for the 
cabinet's near unanimous decision (with Finance Minister' 
Yigael Hurvitz as the lone dissenter) on Sunday to approve a 
recommendation by a committee under Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon to pay the sum of ISl.lb. in compensation to 350 
settler families in the Rafiah Approaches. They are due to be 
evacuated before the area is taken over by Egypt in April 1982. 

This amount, it should be noted, does not include compensa- 
tion for the town dwellers of Yamit and Opbira. 

A powerful argument has been mounted on behalf of the 
Rafiah settlers. After all, it is not as though they set themselves 
up in Sinai on their own private initiative. They were, in fact, 
coaxed by successive governments, first the Alignment's and 
then the Likud's, to settle in the region. Thereby, so they were 
repeatedly told since 1972, they would be helping to form an in- 
valuable “buffer" between Egypt and Israel. ' 

A goodly number of them were sent down there after Presi- 
dent Sadat’s visit to Jerusalem — and after it had been agreed 
that all of Sinai would revert to Egypt under a peace treaty. The 
idea was that, even if the area passed under nominal Egyptian 
sovereignty, a newly "beefed up" Jewish presence there would 
for practical purposes secure it for Israel. 

In early January 1978, Ariel Sharon, the moving spirit behind 
the new settlement drive, was telling settlers that “Jews will 
continue to live in this region," and Simha Ehrlich, the then 
finance minister, was assuring them that "the settlements will 
continue to exist under IDF protection." 

Thus when at Camp David, later that year. Premier Begin 
saw no option but to sign away tbe Rafiab Approaches 
and their Jewish settlements, the news struck the settlers as a 
bolt from the blue. They had reason to expect something better 
for their much-touted pioneering labours. They felt cheated and 
betrayed. 

The government's evasive tactics during the following long 
months only strengthened their resolve to make the state pay 
through the nose fin* its unfaithfulness — and In hard caah, to the 
last possible agora. If not, they would retaliate by throwing 
monkey wrenches Into the wheels of normalisation. 

It is arguable that the settlers deserve understanding: they 
are, perhaps, more sinned against than sinning. Deputy 
Premier Yigael Yadin has suggested that the Sheer aggravation 
of having to pull up one's roots and seeing one's hopes of per- 
manence brutally snuffed out, should be duly Indemnified. That 
may be so; hut by how* much? 

Another group of prospective evacuees, comprising 800 Be- 
dtdn families in Tiel Malhata, have been offered the munificent 
sum of roughly ISOOm. for their lands, now set aside for one of 
the new Negev air bases.' These SedubC too/ are innocent vic- 
tims of the peace with Egypt. And they live inside Israel. 

To be sure, the properties owned by the Rafiah tomato 
growers are far more valuable. Yet for all the ingenuity and 
even dedication invested in its quick making, the settlers’ pre- 
sent wealth is due in large measure to free public land, liberal 
public assistance, and Very cheap Beduin labour. This minor 
fact does not seem to have been taken into account in setting the 
astronomical ceiling of IS2.4m. in compensation for a Rafiah 
farm. 

While the cabinet did not accede to all of the settlers’ 
demands, what it, in a fit of bad conscience, did approve is still 
an outrage. The overall sum of ISl.lb. (double, according to one 
report, of what could have been agreed upon In a more ex- 
peditious settlement of the claims) will simply have to be 
printed. 

If the Rafiah yardstick were to be accepted as binding 
generally, it would mean that no presently occupied area could 
ever be returned to any Arab rule, even under peace, for strictly 
economic reasons, because it would spell bankruptcy for Israel. 
Perhaps this idea, too, come to think of it, may not have been far 
from Arik Sharon's mind. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


JIMMY GARTER'S campaign 
directors are usng complimentary 
quotes from Menahem Begin in ads 
placed In American Jewish 
newspapers. 

"I ask the question, who is the 
' architect of the peace treaty 
.between Egypt and Israel? And the 
answer Is, the President of the 
United States, Mr. Jimmy Carter,” 
Premier Begin once said. The quote 
is printed In bold letters in Carter's 
election ads, along with a reminder 
to the Jewish voter that Carter also 
established a Holocaust Commis- 
sion and, with Vice-President 
Walter Mondale, “stands proudly In 
the Democratic tradition of 
Roosevelt, Truman, Kennedy and 
Johnson.” 

The Jewish Press in New York, 
however, goes so far as to declare, 
In its October 10-16 issue, that 
Ronald Reagan will be President. A 
front-page item, with photo, shows 
the Press editor. Rabbi Sholom 
Klass, congratulating the 
Republican candidate, "who will 
make good in his forthcoming new 
job as president...” The paper also 
notes that it waa one of the papers 
in the U.S. to carry a weekly 
column by Reagan. J.8. 


IT WAS GOOD to learn from this 
column (October 28) that trials on 
humans of an anti-leprosy vaccine 
are likely to start soon. This, it 
appears, is the result of a British 
discovery that the organism of the 
disease would flourish in the ar- 
madillo. 

What is surprising is not that it 
took only five years of research to 
produce the vaccine, but that scien- 
tists did. not manage to produce one 
nearly 40 years ago. For there was 
an equally brilliant breakthrough hi 
this country at the end of the 1930s, 
when the late Saul Adler, the 
professor of parasitology at the 
Hebrew University, became the 
first man to succeed in infecting an 
animal with leprosy. That animal 
was the Syrian golden hamster.

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STORM SIGNALS 
IN AFRICA 

The crisis in Chad, aggravated by the intervention of 
Soviet-backed Libya, contains an important lesson for 
Africa and the West, writes AMIEL REITER. 


Dry Bones 
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THE PROBLEMS of Chad — in- 
cluding civil war and foreign in- 
tervention — are in many ways 
typical of other new Third World 
states which enjoy strategic impor- 
tance but are otherwise poor and 
weak. 

The situation in Chad is com- 
plicated by a multi-level confronta- 
tion. It consist* not only of local 
ethnic, religious and regional 
elements, but also involves inter- 
Arab, inter-African and even Great - 
Power intereats. 

The wave of decolonization and 
self-determination which created 
so many new states in the 1960a Is 
continuing. We can expect to see 
the emergence of more new states, 
many of them very small, very poor 
and deeply fragmented internally. 
What are the chances of these new 
states retaining their independence 
and developing In the face of 
economic and ethnic problems 
from within as well as possible In- 
tervention from without?. 

In this respect the example of 
Chad might be of particular 
significance. 

CHAD IS a vast, land-locked coun- 
try in north-central Africa. It has a - 
small population, few developed 
resources (though it does have con- 
siderable potential), primitive 
agriculture, no real industries, and 
an underdeveloped infra str u cture, 
particularly in the area of transpor- 
tation. 

It lies On the borders of Libya and 
Sudan and is very dose to Egypt. 
Naturally it la strongly affected by 
events in these states. 

Within Chad, there Is a deep 
regional division between the arid, 
poor north and east on the one hand, 
and the south on the other. The 
north and east are inhabited by 
Moslem nomads who identify 
culturally with the Arab world and 
are related ethnically to tribes in 
Libya and Sudan. The South, far 
richer and more highly developed 
agriculturally, is inhabited by 
black African tribes led by a Chris- 
tian, westernized elite. 

This elite took control of the 
government after Independence in 
I960 and held power for 19 years. 
The rule of the Christian 
southerners over the Moslem ma- 
jority led to a succession of 
rebellions — especially In the north 
and east — and, finally, to full-scale 
civil war. 

The Moslem rebels, who were led 
at first by Dr. Abba Siddlck, soon 
broke up into numerous feuding 
factions. Based in Libya and Sudan, 
the rebels were able to fight a 
successful guerrilla war against the 
central government, tying down the 
Chadian Army and constantly un- 



dermining the regime's prestige. 

The kidnapping and eventual 
release of the French 
anthropologist Mme. Cl&ustre, 
which dragged on from 1974 to 1977, 
demonstrated the weakness of the 
government. 

THE CHAD civil war was largely 
an internal struggle with regional, 
ethnic and religious aspects. But 
from the start, 'it had Implications 
that went beyond Chad's borders. 
The rebels, who saw themselves as 
part of the Arab-Moslem world, 
turned to Sudan and Libya for sup- 
port. Egypt also Interfered In the 
name of Nasser's pan-Arab and 
pan-African radical ideology. In 
turn, tbe blacks, who controlled the 
Chad Government, Identified with 
the black rebels of southern Budan 
who were fighting the Arab govern- 
ment of Khartoum. 

The Chad government also 
received extensive aid from 
France, the former colonial power. 
France not only sent money and 
equipment, but also troops. Chad 
remained a major French military 
base in Africa throughout the 1960s 
and early 1970s. 

The i960 coup in Libya, which 
brought Muaznmar Gaddafi to 
power, proved to be a major tur- 
ning point for Chad. Besides in- 
troducing a new VniHtantly in- 
terventionist Islamic regime on 
Chad's northe r n border, Gaddafi's 
coup changed the entire balance of 
power in the region. 

By expelling the Americans from 
the giant Wheelua air force base in 
Libya, Gaddafi weakened. 
Atnerlca's role in the area. France, 
always willing to step into the 


vacuum created by an American 
withdrawal, began to re-evaluate 
its role In Chad. . 

Libya, with its oil wealth, waa far 
more important than Chad, and the 
French found their involvement in 
the civil war on tbe black Christian 
aide to be an encumbrance in 
developing new relations with 
Libya. " , 

France began to pressure Chad 
President Francois Tombalbaye to 
compromise with Gaddafi in what 
was euphemistically called 
"national reconciliation." Toms 
balbaye resisted for some time, b ut 
was eventually forced to give In. 
The Libyan-sponsored "recon- 
‘ dilation," while ending exclusive 
black rule, also required that Chad 
break off relations with Israel. . 

The break came in November 
1972, putting an end to a long period 
of Israel-Chad cooperation. The 
limited technical assistance which 
Israel was able to offer in. 
agriculture, industry, afforestation 
and youth work had been much ap^ 
predated by the Qiadian leaders. 

Throughout the 1960s and until 
the final break, the Israel Embassy 
in Fort Lamy (later N’Djamena) , 

1 working under difficult conditions, 
was very active. The New York 
Times wrote that the lights in the 
Israel Embassy never went out. 

TOMBALBAYE was also forced to 
cede unofficially a vast section of 
northern Chad, the Ouzou Strip, to 
Libya. This region of 114,000 square 
kilometres contains Important, un- 
developed uranium deposits and 
has been occupied by, Libyan troops 
' ever since. 

As compensation . for this con- 
quest, Gaddafi promised aid to 
Chad, a promise that was never 
.fulfilled. The Gaddafi technique of 
promising vast aid in return for 
breaking relations with Israel (and 
then not paying up), worked In 
Chad as it did in much of the rest of 
Africa. Chad was asked to submit 
deta&ed development plana with 
cost estimates, a task which took a 
year to prepare. One year later, 
Libya returned- the plans and 
demanded that they be re- 
submitted in Arabic. After further 
delays, the plans were finally re- 
jectecl as '* ’non-visile. ^ ‘ ^ 

Nor did the "national recon- 
ciliation" bring peace to Chad. 
Libya continued its activities. In- 
cluding ideological and religious 
subversion of the Gaddafl-style, 
and the rebellion continued, with 
Gaddafi manipulating the various 
rebel leaders. 

In April 1976 1 Tombalbaye was 
killed , by his own troops who ac- 
cused him of treason In ceding 
territory to Libya, and was replac- * 
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Cd by General Felix Malloum. But 
the situation continued to 
deteriorate as Libyan intervention 
grew even bolder. 

In March 1979, control of the cen- 
tral government passed to the 
Moslems, but tbe civil war did not 
end. Now, various Moslem factions 
continue to fight for control. It is not 
always easy -to distinguish between 
the various factions and their in- 
tricate and confusing relationships. 
The capital, renamed N'Djamena, 
has been largely destroyed in 
fighting between the two main 
Moslem factions: one led by 
Hlssene Habre, who Is officially 
defence minister and who first 
achieved fame as the kidnapper of 
Mme. Clanatre; the other is led by 
Goukouni Ouedel, the new presi- 
dent. 

Today, the vicious circle Is 
repeating itself. Just as Tom- 
balbaye Invited Libyan interven- 
tion in order to "save" him from 
the rebels, so Goukouni has Invited 
Gaddafi t o help him against H abre. 
Heavily armed Libyan troops, 
equipped by the Soviet Union, have 
already entered Chad In force. 

j The price that Gaddafi will re- 
I quire for bis “help” is not yet clear. 
But, at the very least, it will mean 
the entrenchment of . the. Libyan 
presence In northern Chad. Gaddafi 
has definite goals in this region. In 
addition to taking control of a 
uranium-rich area, he hopes to out- 
flank Egypt by establishing a Lflb- 
[yan military presence south of 
Egypt, — at her “soft underbelly," 
and thus threaten his nemesis, 
Anwar Sadat. 

Libya also has territorial c l ai m s 
on Niger, another poor, weak 
African state with Important 
uranium deposits. Niger will, no

As a survivor of Auschwitz, 
engaged full time in educating- the 
world about the Holocaust, I always 
feel that I am working against time 
because soon there will be no more 


eyewitnesses to present first-hand 
testimony. Who will be around then 
to give autboratlve answers to such 
questions as, "Did six million really 
die?" (title of a book published un- 
der the name of Richard Harwood 
in England). 

As a survivor, I personally am 
not bothered that Mr. Suissa is 
waiting for me to die off, but as an 
educator of the children in whom he 
is placing Ms faith and hope for the 
new utopia, I find his remark un- 
settling, 12 not outrageous.

OLD JEWISH HOUSES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 

Sir, — Readers may be Interested 
to know that the remains of the 
enormous Israeli landmine explod- 
ed near the Damascus Gate In 1949 
shattered or damaged a group of 
houses built for and occupied by 
Jews over 80 years ago. This row of 
houses lined. the lower west side of 
Ketaov Haneviim and was virtually 
an extension of nearby Me a 
Shearim, from where some of its 
fi n a n c i ally successful residents had 
moved. One of them was my great- 
grandfather. a medical 
practitioner -cunj-pharmacist with a 
practice in both Mea Shearim 
Arab Betlfiehem, which he reached 
on donkey-back. Little did I know, 
when I took the photograph of the 
explosion published together with 
Abraham Rabinovich’s account in 
The Post at November 7, that I waa 
witnessing the beginning of the end 
of the house in which my father was 
bam. 

Nat long after the explosion, I 
myself moved in to a house on the 
lower west side of Retaov Haneviim , 
less than 300 metres from my 
father’s house; but it waa on the 
wrong aide of the border. From time 
to time thereafter, I was stationed 


in the Muarara blockhouse at the 
qnd of the street, where I was In 
charge of the bazooka teams. But 
the firing slits facing those of the 
Arab Legion were so narrow I could 
not get a glimpse of the ’"historical" 
family residence less than M 
metres away. 

My first — and last — opportunity 
to see the house came in June 1967, a 
few days after the fighting in the 
Jerusalem area was over. X ob- 
tained a few hours leave from my 
unit and rushed my grandfather, 
then over 90, to the Damascus Gate. 
Turning into Rahov Haneviim, we 
soon identified the house, which was 
little more than a magnificent shell. 
By the time X returned to civilian 
life less than a fortnight later, the 
house — and all the previously 
Jewiah-owned houses on the west 
side of the street — had been 
bulldozed away.

Sir, — I have just returned from a 
visit to tbe Auschwitz Concentra- 
tion Camp, as a member of the 
Israeli delegation to the General 
Assembly of the International 
Auschwitz Committee. . 

For me this waa a” renewed en- 
counter with the largest concentra- 
tion camp In the world, an whose 
soil four minion were massacred.! 
miyself was a prisoner in 
Auaahwltz for 18 months 
(Nr.l8S102) and waa saved 
miraculously when I escaped dur- 
ing the Death March in January 
1945. At my renewed encounter with 
Auschwitz. I found the original con- 
centration camp still standing in its' 
place, some of the buildings having 
been turned into pavilions* of 
various countries, and among 
them, after a prolonged struggle, 
also the Jewish pavilion. 

In Auschwitz-Birkenau, I felt, 
anew the horror of death. Only a 


few huts In the camps have remain- 
ed intact, but there, are still the 
remna n ts of the crematorium as 
well as the barbed wire fences and 
the famous ramp for the arriving 
death trains. No Information on the 
subject, as skillfully presented as it 
may be, can better convey the 
depth pt the horror than visiting the 
place and treading on the accursed 
ground. 

In my opinion, every young 
Israeli should visit Auschwitz .and 
tread on Its soil; I am sure he will 
come back a better Jew.
